Reterring again to the question of 
frontiers the conversation turned to the 
ambition of Greece, and M. Guracucchi 
could very naturally not emphasize too 
strongly the importance ef that question 
for Albania.

mission. The bill gave the utilities com- 
mission control over the financial opera- 
tions of Connecticut corporations, 

It came before the House on a divided 
report from the committee on incorpora- 
tion. The majority unfavorable report 
waa accepted and the bill rejected. Upon 
the defeat of the bill, 
Mareden of Madison moved reconsidera- 
tion the motion was Jost. 

The House adopted unanimously the 
bill creating a new fish and game com- 
mission. The House also voted to insist 
upon its action in passing the so-called | 
hatpin bill which makes it a misdemeanor 
for any woman to wear a hatpin with 
an exposed point, and a committee on 
conference was raised to take the matter 
up with a similar committee to act on 
the part of the Senate which had re- 
jected it. 

When the bill to lay a tax of one mill 
a year was brought up, Senator Weed 
of the finance committee said the com- 
mittee had favored the two-mill tax ow- 
ing to the large appropriations, but it 
felt that there was revenue to be ob- 
tained from other measures which had 
been repérted. The tax will raise $1,100,- 
OO). 

Senator MeNeil for the appropriations 
committee said that his committee had 
found that the total appropriations 
recommended were less than those passed 
by the 1911 session. The bill was 
adopted. 

By a vote of 16 to 4 the Senate re- 
jected the bill to allow the parole of 
life prisoners after they have served 20 
vears. 

The Senate adopted the bill amend-| 
ing the charter of the United Electric 
Light & Water Company with the 
House amendment which strikes out 
from the original charter of the com- 
pany its right to merge with corpora- 
tions outside the state. The vote on 
adoption was 20 to II.

He was also trained to surveying, 
as a profession. His youth

that, beginning in Germany a half cen- 
tury before, had from thence spread over 
the continent, and he must have seen 
and heard a great deal of the thirty 
years war, which began in 1618. 
When but 17 years old he entered 
Wallenstein’s army, served through sev 
eral campaigns, and was present at 
the battle of Liutzen, where the Saxon 
Jeader Gustavus Adolphus fell. 

Herrman’s military life appears to. 
have ended there. As a member of a) 
Protestant family, he could searcely 
have been contented with his 
fighting against the Protestant 
however unconvinced or negligent 
may have been, up to that time, of the 
great issues involved. 

Herrman was in New Netherland 
1633, as is shown by the appearance of 
his name among the Witnesses to a con- 
tract by which seven Indian sachems con- | 
firmed a sale of Jands on the Se huylkill, 
river.

Trade Agency Held 


In New Amsterdam Herrman acted as 
agent for an Amsterdam firm and after- 
ward for the West India Company in its 
Virginia trade, Certain documents, show | 
him to bave been part owner of the | 
frigate La Garce that preyed upon Span- | 
ish merchant ships according to approv ed 
methods in time of war; and judging | 
from sales of sugar and other presse iid 
ties thus taken, recorded by the pro- 
vincial secretary, this must have been a 
lucrative enterprise. The last entry on 
the subject shows that the prize offered 
for sale on that occasion was forfeited be- 
cause while the privateer was on the sea 
and before the vessel was captured, peace 
had been declared between Holland and) 

Spain. 

The wealth acquired by privateering | 
slipped away, and falling into financial 
straita in 1651, Herrman made a con- 
veyance of his property for the benefit 
of his creditors, his warehouse being 
appraised as worth 9500 guilders or $3400, 
Very soon, however, by mercantile enter- 
prise, he had reinstated himself finan- 
cially and was again prosperous. 

Herrman wae active in the political 
affairs of New Amsterdam. As one of 
the Nine Men he signed Adriaen Van! 
der Donck’s “Remonstrance,” and also, a6 
the court minutes show, went Van der 
Donck’s bond when the latter was ar- 
rested upon political charges.

Court Capacity Filled 


Herrman’s name appears frequently in 
the court minutes of New Amsterdam, 
which show that he often acted as lawyer 
and banker. From the same source it 
is learned that in December of 1658 he 
was granted leave to make a trading voy- 
age to the Dutch and French islands in 
the West Indies, with letters of recom- 
mendation to their governors. He also 
visited Brazil and returned in. June ‘of 
1658 with a huge cargo of salt, sugar, 
cotton, furs, and horses. 

Besides his mercantile enterprises 
Herrman engaged in the cultivation of | 
indigo on a farm situated about on the;

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CANADIAN ROAD'S 
FINANCING BILLS 


OTTAWA—Canadian Northern finane- 
ing bills, to be presented by the minister 
of railways will, it is believed by Nova 
Scotia members, include a provision for 
purchase by the government of Halifax 
& Southwestern, owned by Canadian 
Northern. This would be carrying out 
the policy to purchase all important 
so-called branch lines which are feeders 
to the government-owned Intercolonial. 
Halifax & Southwestern has a mileage 
of 348 wholly within Nova Scotia. 

The company has outstanding $1.000,- 
000 stock and $4,341,954 bon -It has 
received in bonuses from government 
$1.599.410, and from the Nova Scotia 
government $3,899,405. Canadian North- 
ern owns another Nova Scotia road; In- 
verness Railway & Coal Company, 61 
miles long: but this line is not for sale. 

The government's Canadian Northern 
bill will provide heavy cash subsidies, 
probably double the usual $6400 per mile 
subsidy, for line from Montreal to To- 
ronto and possibly also a double subsidy 
from Toronto to Edmonton. There is 
still much doubt whether there will be a 
loan to Canadian Northern by the gov- 
ernment. 

This will depend largely on the tem- 
per of opposition members, Sir William 
Mackenzie, president ot the Canadian 
Northern, has returned to Toronto after 
conference with the prime minister and 
poe members of Parliament.

If general trade 
continues to slow down, and if specula- 
tion remains dormant, the banks are 
likely to accumulate sufficient money 
before the summer is over to finance the 
crops without any strain. 

On call, money is still 3@3'% per cent. 
The quickest borrowers are satisfying 
their demands at 3 per cent. Some of 
the larger banks do not wish to make 
a 3 per cent because it would force them 
to, mark down a large part of their out- 
standing call loans to +s, le Some 
them get around it’ by making a 
very short time loan at 3 per cent. 
Time money rules at 4!4@5 per cent 
for short dates, 5@5'% per cent for six 
months, and 514 per cent sharp for a 
vear. Commercial paper is dull, six 
months 5@5'4 per cent; mostly @ 
ol per cent 

Since the Chinese loan was brought 
out in Europe discounts in London and 
Berlin have been steadily working easier. 
As low as 3'% per cent was bid for bills 
tm the London market at the opening this 
week, while at Berlin open market dis- 
counts arg back to 514 per cent. Only 
at Paris there little of this easier 
tendency to be noticed, and discounts 
cling close to the official rate of 4 per 
cent current for some time past. 

The Reichsbank made a very good 
return &his week with an increase of 
08,200,000 marks in cash, of which 35.- 
900,000 marks represented gold. It also 
made other improvements in its condi- 
tion by a decrease of 37,000,000 marks 
in Joans, a decrease of 48800.000 marks 
in discounts and a decrease of 91,200, 
000 marks in circulation, 

There thus a decided 
in the European money situation, if one 
can overlook Paris. The fact that the

When it is considered that it 
is almost the first of June and neither 
the Bank of France nor the Reichsbank 
has taken any steps to reduce the high 
discount rates inaugurated .early last 
fall it will be appreciated how extraordi- 
nary,the situation for the past several 
months has been.

XPLAINING his attitude toward the 
use of a foreify language a Jap- 
anese writer in the Atlantic Monthly 
gives plausible account of himself. He 
Savs: { 
However, my English will never be- 
come the English English, Why? Be- 
cause | am my father's son. after all. 
My father’ was a great scholar of the 
ancient Chinese classics. He used to 
lecture those classics to his young pupils 
all day long. and even in his leisure time 
he used to sing out the ancient Chinese 
poefries in the gardens or in the rooms, 
whenever he felt the emotion in_ his 
heart, and I used to listen to him since 
I was in cradle. Even when I was such 
a little baby and could not understand 
what that meant, I used to imitate his 
recitation. and no sooner I began to 
pick up the meaning of words, than he 
has taught me al! the ancient Chinese 
literatures. Naturally to express my 


emotion in the way of the ancient Chi- 


nese rhetoric has become my own in- 
stinct. As such has. been my case, I 
am afraid that I may be one-sided, but 
I cannot help thinking even the quite 
fair-minded critic would choose the an- 


cient Chinese literature as the highest 


in the world. 

When I was « little bov I used to 
swallow the Chinese words in whole, and 
they came out exactly as they were when 
I éxpressed my emotion, Today my mind 
is fully grown up and has the power to 
digest them. I mean I do not mock after 
the Chinese literature. The style of my 
writing is entirely my own, but it is faet 
that [ get all the nourishments from the 
Chinese literature. Since | came to Eng- 
land I have learned the English voeabu- 
lary and idioms. But I can never satisfy 
myself to follow after the English collo- 
quial. I feel I cannot convey my own 
emotion enough to vou by doing in that 
way; I could not be more than a parrot 
then. Therefore, I construct my sen- 
tences in my own way, then I fill them 
up with English words which I knew. I 
believe this is the only resource to ex- 
press my emotion truthfully, and I ‘have 
faith in it. At the present stage I know 
my writing is very imperfect, but I have 
a great confidence to succeed to establish 
my own new style. Here is a Japanese 
saying for those impatient people: “Wait 
until I finish up my work and don't 
criticize while it is half done.”

This is indicated very plainly by the setters 
and telegrams being received daily by mem- 
bers of Congress. At present the senators 
are receiving great numbers otf such approv- 
mg messages, many of them evidently intended to establish the 
fact that behind the movement for the conservation of bird lite 
are people of every shade of political and econonnie opinion, 
\ssuming the enactment of the Underwood tariff law, the 
United States, heretofore rather Jageging in this particular, not- 
withstanding the popularity of the bird protection movement and 
the favorable legislation in many of the states, will have taken a 
practical step well up with legislation abroad. Since the styles are 
largely sct by foreign countries, and since feathers are prepared 
jargely by foreign dealers, the exclusion of this class of merchan- 
jise must necessarily affect the world millinery custom. The mar- 
kets of the United States are too large and too profitable to be lost: 
hence substitutes for plumage will be found.  Fashiongmaking in 
the last analysis is business. and foreign business will readify and 
quickly adjust itself to the requirements ot the American trade. 
Irom reports received up to the beginning of the present vear, 
it would appear that while the more advanced of the Iuropean 
nations, with the possible exception of Italy, are interesting them- 
selves more and more in bird protection, there is much need of the 
extension of the bird conservation propaganda into Africa, -\sia 
and the countries of South America. [t has been discovered. for 
instance, that some of the remotest lands have been among. the 
largest contributors to the stocking of the bird teather market. On 
‘he western hemisphere the source of a large part of the aigrettes 
sold in the United States and Canada, as well as in Iturope, has 
been Brazil and Venezuela. Manitestly, the most effectual way of 
putting a stop to the trate in bird feathers 1s to put a stop to their 
mportation. If there is no market there will be no destruction for 
purposes of supply. “Fhe Underwood tariff provision dealing wath 
this matter is a wise and a commendable one.
